SIR, 

Have your obliging Letter o? February 28. accom- 
[^ panied with the Archbifliop of Dublin's to the Rcyd 
^Gcieij^ &c. The Burning of the Surface is fo much 
pradtifcdin D^^'W/2?/W^ that'ds elfewhere known by the 
Name of Devonjh^ring ; but it is ufed only for bad Lands, 
and by worie Husbands- for it robs theGround^ as the 
Good Prelate remarks. 

Salt quickens dead Land, and is ufed in the South 
Weli part of that Country, which would elfe be the 
barrenell, but is now the richeft part of it. They go as 
far as the Sea will permit them at loweft Ebb, and take 
the Sand in Bags, and carry it on Horfe-back 14 Miles 
into the Country, and fpread it upon the Land, and 
thereby improve it both for Corn and Grafs. In other 
Parts they force their Barren Land, by mingling the 
Earth with Lime, andcafting it upon theGroundl 

In this tiiey diiier, that Crude and fingle Salt, if 
ftrew'd upon the Ground, does not improve, but cor- 
rode it; but Lime, tho' unmingled, betters it : but in 
this they agree^ that thtj produce not Grafs ^x for their 
Scythe, burior Pafture, fhort and fweet, and Hrowios 
all the Winter ; fo that their Sheep know not either f la v 
or Water, nor are their higheil: Grounds parched by Va^ 
Sun in the hotceft Summer. I'his is Matter of Fa 61 
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knowii^to every Plowman; what I farther add^ I -wyTi- 
were fo to every Gentleman,tliat by the Marriage of the! ^ 
Male and Female Salts, they might enrich both thei^ 
Country and themfelves. The Sea-Salt is too Iiifly and 
aftive of it felf, the Lime has a more Balfamick, but gen- 
tler Salt ;. and regularly joined with tire other^ is there- 
by "invigorated* How to match thefe two, Giatder 
thus direfts, T^(^e(rays hej Q^ikk-Lime^ let ip Jlack bj time 
wifhoMf H^dter ; t:hm take Salt and Water ^^ mingle them to^e^ 
thefj and make them into BaSs or Pieces^ which pu fleaj'e . 
dry ^ em as you do Brick Sj then htirn them for about tri^o HoMrs^_. 
This Compofi w HI enrich your foorefl Land. 

Were I fo devoted to Agriculture, as you fuppofe, I 
lliould remove my Dwelling to fucha Situation, as were 
beft accommodated with thefe three, Lime, Salt, and 
Coals i and did our Gentry^ underftand this Husbandry, 
they would fo far free Salt from its Tax, as it fliould be 
employed upon Land,, which is not intended to pay for
